Alberta Law Enforcement Response 
Teams (ALERT) busted eight marijuana 
grow operations in a one-day sweep in 
and around Edmonton, yielding over $5 
million worth of weed, according to po¬ 
lice. 

“At ALERT, it is our goal to dismantle 
entire criminal organizations,” said Insp. 
Kevin Galvin in a release. 

“We want the whole network.” 

The properties, located in Edmonton, 
Sherwood Park, Fort Saskatchewan, 
Spruce Grove, Strathcona County and 
Parkland County, were targeted because 
police believed they belonged to a robust 
criminal organization that was cultivat¬ 
ing marijuana and trafficking drugs in 
Western Canada with ties to the U.S. 


What they got 


Police seizures in a record-breaking bust: 

► Drugs 47 pounds of processed marijuana, 
worth about $118,000 and 4,500 marijuana 
plants with an estimated street value of 
$5.6 million 

► Vehicles Seven trucks, four cars, four 
motorcycles, one van, one ski boat, one 
motor home, one jet ski, one snowmobile 

► Guns One loaded, semi-automatic 
handgun, one 12-gauge shotgun with 
1,500 rounds of ammunition 

► Also $50,000 cash and growing equipment 

“Many see marijuana as a harmless 
drug, but both the drug and the 
criminals that produce it pose many risks 
to the community, including public safe¬ 
ty hazards,” said Galvin.

Province launches grant for 


The Alberta government 
has announced that it is 
providing a $200,000 grant 
to the Kidney Foundation 
of Canada to create an or¬ 
gan donor reimbursement 
program in Alberta. 

At a press conference 
yesterday, Health Minister 
Gene Zwozdesky and 
members of the Founda¬ 
tion unveiled the new pro¬ 
gram, saying that it will 
not only help those who 
are donating organs, but 
those who receive them as 


well. 

“ We feel confident that 
... this will help make or¬ 
gan donations easier, more 
widespread and will literal¬ 
ly give life to other Alber¬ 
tans,” said Zwozdesky. 

The new program aims 
to help around 200 Alber¬ 
tans per year during its 
two-year pilot phase. It will 
enable living organ donors 
in Alberta who are donat¬ 
ing a kidney, or part of a 
liver or lung, to receive up 
to $5,500 back from the

organ donors 


program over the course of 
their recovery. 

The money will cover 
travel and accommodation 
at the final stages of the 
donor assessment process, 
meals and accommodation 
following surgery, and loss 
of income during recovery. 

While this is only a pilot 
program for now, it is the 
fourth of its kind in Cana¬ 
da, and Zwozdesky said he 
is optimistic about its out¬ 
come.

that this would be more 
than just a pilot because its 
already proven to be so ef¬ 
fective elsewhere,” he said.

Jailed media baron Conrad 
Black has come out swing¬ 
ing in his fight to save his 
reputation. 

This week he launched 
a double whammy: 

A formal request to be 
released on bail. 

And a new legal chal¬ 
lenge to fight his convic¬ 
tions for fraud and 
obstruction of justice. 

But some observers say 
they doubt Black’s plea, 
launched in a Chicago 
court, will be successful. 

“There’s a chance he 
could have some time 
shaved off his sentence, 
but I don’t think it’s going 
to be the remainder of his 
sentence shaved off,” said 
Toronto lawyer James Mor¬ 
ton.

The case has dogged

Penguin Canada employee 
Lisa Rundle is getting her 
old job back, the publish¬ 
ing house announced yes¬ 
terday, a day after it was 
revealed that a sexual ha¬ 
rassment lawsuit she filed 
against her former boss 
has been settled. 

Rundle will return as 
rights and contracts direc¬ 
tor in a few weeks time. 

Last month, Rundle filed 
a lawsuit against Penguin 
Group Canada and its for¬ 
mer president, David Davi- 
dar. The suit alleged that 
she was sexually harassed 
by Davidar and wrongly 
terminated by Penguin. 

Rundle’s lawsuit caused 
somewhat of a sensation 
in the tightly knit Canadi¬ 
an publishing community, 
prompting a discussion 
about the sexual politics of 
an industry which is filled

In her statement of 
claim, Rundle sought dam¬ 
ages of about half a million 
dollars and alleged that 
Penguin was negligent in 
providing a safe workplace. 
She also alleged that the 
company ignored prior evi¬ 
dence of sexual harassment 
and she accused Davidar of 
unwelcome advances, leer¬ 
ing, and sending inappro¬ 
priate e-mails and text 
messages. None of the alle¬ 
gations were tested in 
court.

Lady Gaga snub 
spurs change in 
Grammy rale 


Lady Gaga’s exclusion from 
the best new artist categoiy 
at this year’s Grammys has 
caused the Recording Acad¬ 
emy to change eligibility 
requirements for the next 
ceremony. 

Although Lady Gaga was 
the most popular new artist 
of 2009, she was ineligible 
for a best new artist nomi¬ 
nation. 

Her hit Just Dance had 
been nominated in 2008, 
before she was a platinum¬ 
selling act, and previous 
Grammy nominees can’t be 
nominated for best new 
artist. 

After Lady Gaga was ex¬ 
cluded, Recording Academy 
President Neil Portnow 
said: “There will be some 
changes so that particular 
situation won’t repeat it¬ 
self.” 

The changes were an¬ 
nounced yesterday. The 
rule change allows previous 
Grammy nominees to be el¬ 
igible, as long as the artist 
hasn’t released an entire al¬ 
bum and doesn’t win. 

“More and more, the 
first release of a new artist 
is as a featured artist on 
someone else’s album or 


the new artist may release a 
single long before the re¬ 
lease of his/her/their entire 
first album,” the Academy 
said in a statement. 

“By current rules, if the 
other artist’s album or the 
new artist’s single receives 
a nomination, the new 
artist may never have the 
opportunity to compete in 
the best new artist category. 
With this change, each 
artist will have at least one 
opportunity to enter in this 
important and highly visi¬ 
ble category.”

It's your first time designing 
fashion wearables, what 
attracted you to the Roots X 
Douglas Coupland collabora¬ 
tion? 

Doing something new 
about Canada. I see the 
project as both art and de¬ 
sign, but what makes it 
such a good, uncynical fit 
is that both Roots and I 
have been exploring Cana¬ 
da for a long time now 
(Roots 30 years; me 10). It’s 
been a really good date. 

Where did the Canada Goes 
Electric theme come from? 

Believe it or not, the 1950s; 
when the world began go¬ 
ing high (for the times) 
tech. While the world out¬ 
side of Canada was para¬ 
noid and using technology 
for war and fear, Canada 
gave the world, among 
others, Marshall McLuhan 
and his theories on media 
which were exciting, new, 
forward looking and, yes 
electric. I want the pieces 
in a broad and accessible 
way to convey that sense of 
optimism and wonder. 


You have been exploring 
Canadiana for a number of 
years. Tell Metro about some 
of the imagery you used in 
the collection. 

No more moose in your 
face. No more Mounties. 
No more all the usual stuff 
we’ve kind of grown tired 
of. (Although a stylized 
moose appears in a crest I 
did for the series.) The 
Olympic opening and clos¬ 
ing ceremonies are proba¬ 
bly the last time we can 
ever use all of that cliche 
material ... know what I 
mean? We’re very lucky in 
Canada to still have a fu¬ 
ture. Most of the world 
doesn’t have that right 
now. We need to go for¬ 
ward and find new ways of 
saying who we are. 

What did you enjoy most 
about creating this fashion 
line? 

Creating the pieces. But to 
do this I had to absorb an 
insane industrial learning 
curve — factories, dye lots, 
shipping schedules, tan¬ 
neries ... it was a four-year 


program crashed into one. 
The adrenaline was fantas¬ 
tic. 

What is your favourite item in 
the collection? 

That’s tough. All of the 
leathers are amazing. For 
the clothing it’s the men’s 
black long-sleeve-T with 
white motherboard pat¬ 
tern on the chest. I like 
garments with words all 
over them. 

You are a fashionable guy, 
what is your wardrobe must 
have? 

I’m not fashionable ... I’ve 
just figured out what looks 
okay on me and made my 
peace with it ... and I also 
made it my uniform: cus¬ 
tom-designed khakis made 
by a Gastown tailor (David 
Wilkes) and a certain kind 
of dress shirt that works 
on me, for whatever rea¬ 
son — some shirts just do 
that.

Spain heads to 
World Cup final 



O Puyol’s header secures first-ever 
World Cup final berth for Spain 
O Date with the Netherlands set for 
Sunday at 12:30 p.m. 



Carles Puyol soared high to 
head in the goal that sent 
Spain into the World Cup fi¬ 
nal for the first time with a 
1-0 win over Germany yes¬ 
terday. 

In a rematch of the 2008 
European Championship fi¬ 
nal that Spain won by the 
same score, Puyol leaped in 
the centre of the area in the 
73rd minute to score from 
Xavi Hernandez’s comer 
kick, finally giving Spain 
the lead after having domi¬ 
nated from the opening 
whistle. 

“The group deserves this 
but we want more,” said 
Spain striker David Villa, 
who is tied with Nether¬ 
lands playmalcer Wesley 
Sneijder for the tourna¬ 
ment scoring lead with five 
goals each. 

“We are happy to be in 
the final, that was our ob¬ 
jective, but now we want to 
be champions.” 

Spain’s best previous 
World Cup finish was 


fourth in 1950, when the fi¬ 
nal round consisted of a 
four-team group. 

In Sunday’s final at Soc¬ 
cer City, Spain will meet the 
Netherlands, which has al¬ 
so never won soccer’s 
biggest trophy. 

Spain controlled 

throughout with its preci¬ 
sion passing game, playing 
just the way it hoped to, but 
had trouble finishing until 
Puyol’s late strike. 

At the final whistle, Puy¬ 
ol raised his arms in tri¬ 
umph as goalkeeper Ilcer 
Casillas jumped on the cen¬ 
tre back’s shoulders. 

For much of the game, 
three-time champion Ger¬ 
many merely sat back and 
waited patiently to snuff 
out Spain’s attack, hoping 
to launch a counter-attack 
that rarely took off. 

It was a sharp change 
from Germany’s last two 
outings, when it scored 
four goals each in impres¬ 
sive victories over England 
and Argentina. Germany 
sorely missed suspended 
winger Thomas Mueller, 
who had scored four goals 
so far and was often able to 
outsprint opponents. 

“In the last two or three 
years they have been one of 
the best and most united 
teams,” Germany coach 
Joachim Loew said of Spain. 
“They circulate the ball well 
and we couldn’t play the 
way we like to play.”

O ne heartbreaking loss in overtime is 
hardly a harbinger of a great team’s 
decline, but the Montreal Alouettes 
could be showing signs of slipping 
from their position as the CFL’s domi¬ 
nant team. The Als’ season-opening 
loss in Saskatchewan, which included a blown 21- 
point, third-quarter lead, was a sloppy start for a 
team looking to defend the Grey Cup title it won 
last year. 

Yes, Mosaic Stadium in Regina is the toughest 
place for a visiting team to play, and the Riders and 
their fans have been starving for revenge since last 
November’s championship game.

Fans from coast to 
coast will tune in, with the 
ones in his home state of 
Ohio praying they won’t 
have their hearts broken 
again. The Decision, it’s 
been dubbed. 

In Cleveland, they can 
only hope it doesn’t join 
The Drive, The Fumble, 
The Shot and The Move in 
the lexicon of misery. 

James has kept every¬ 
one waiting. It’s time to 
come clean. 

James will announce 
his plans within the first 
10 minutes of the special, 
Norby Williamson, ESPN’s 
vice-president of produc¬ 
tion, told The Associated 
Press.

Dutch look to stay 
‘mentally strong’ 


After defeat in their coun¬ 
try’s two previous World 
Cup finals, the Netherlands’ 
players are determined to 
keep their focus Sunday. 

The Dutch reached the 
1974 and ‘78 finals with 
some of soccer’s greatest 
players, but each time the 
host nation overturned the 
strutting Oranje. 

After Tuesday’s 3-2 win 
over Uruguay, coach Bert 
van Marwijk is determined 
to make sure that a six- 
game winning streak at this 
tournament does not bring 
out the traditional Dutch 
weakness of assuming the 
next victory is a foregone 
conclusion. 

“We know we can play 
football,” captain Giovanni 
van Bronckhorst said. “To 


be mentally strong is now 
most important.” 

Van Marwijk’s memories 
of the 1974 tournament, 
when the Dutch thrilled the 
world only to then be beat¬ 
en 2-1 by a single-minded 
German team, are too 
strong for him to let his 
players fall to the same 
weakness. 

If they lose at Johannes¬ 
burg’s Soccer City, it won’t 
be through lack of prepara¬ 
tion. 

“Often when we start 
beating people, we become 
overly confident and then 
we are sent home,” Van 
Marwijk said. “We did lose 
the match whereas we 
should have won it because 
we played wonderfully
